JAC Policy om Reproduction of Intelligence 
This agreement is to serve to implement the policy on reproduction of 
intelligence adopted by the IAC on 8 October (IAC = M- 310, ttem 4: 
TAC = 0 ~ 95/6). 
Document copy services in the IAC community under the 8 October anthor~ 
ization shall be performed in a manner consistent with the followLng 
general objectives and practices: 
a Reproduction by One Agency for Its Own Use 
Document: reproduction shall promose the service capatilities 
of the central libraries of the IAC. indiecriminate copying of 
documents by individual analysts or operating officials of IAC 
agencies is net intended or authorized. 
be Reproduction of One Agency for Use of Another 
(1) Document copy service is desirable and is to ve promcted when 
an agency, on behaly of any properly accredited representative 
of another TAC agency, conducts a literstiuce search and produces 
a bibliography of its document holdings in any subject field in 
which it has special competence. Having identified pertinent 
references, it way reproduce them to make then promptly available. 
The requestor shell not be required to levy separate requeats on 
source agencies Vor documents orliine lly Goad, fig them. 
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(2) Documents produced for retention in another agency shall 
ordinarily be released through IAC inter-library chennels. 

{3} sch Tac agency shell seek to make lts dseument, enclosures 
available to TAC requestors. When ao agency anticipates 
difficulty in makirge the enclosure itself avaflable,. it 
shali Pilm the encijosure for its central filea on initial 
receipt, or, lend the enclosure to CIA for filming. 

(kt The recall of documents shall be in accordance with 


estabiished practices,

2. Under these implementing instructions, cables are 
not mentioned. I recommend that these implementing instructions 
be cleared with the Office of Communications prior to release. 


3. The U.S. Information Agency is listed in paragraph 
2.d.{2). It is noted in the policy statement approved by the 
IAC that this statement is applicable to each member agency 
of the IAC only. It is believed, therefore, that USIA should not 
be included in these implementing instructions.
